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Why the name change from Matter of Fact to Policy of Three- 
In december of 1992, we decided our music was nothing like our music 
we played in M.O.F., so we decided to change the name. It’s no big deal. 
We're the same people, with the same outlook and ideas concerning the 
band, but with a different name...besides who ever heard of m.o.f. 
anyway. 

Why Policy of Three, and what does the name stand for- 
Policy of three, is a policy named after three Chinese peasant farmers 
who during the 1930's became tired of the feudal control of the land, and 
wanted to give the farmers more control over what they produced and 
how much they would make on their crops, they resorted to non-violent 
direct action (speaking out, boycotts, distribution of pamphlets) and 
eventually united the farmers, and forced the feudal landowners to make 
concessions to the raising power of the simple farmer. 

The name holds different meanings to us. For me, it ties into the 
underground community. By distributing zines, by talking at shows, 
having bands speak out on various topics, by boycotting various products 
and corporations, we're challenging the powerful institutions of our 
country. I think about all the info exchanged in our "scene", and i think 
of all the things that could happen on a much larger scale, but i think that 
using your personal knowledge, and applying it to everyday life in terms 
of being vegetarian/ vegan, not supporting corporations, reusing paper 
and wasting as little as possible is very revolutionary in itself. By gaining 
knowledge on why things are the way they are and being able to 
determine who or what is causing the problems is a dramatic step above 
most of society who have no clue about anything. Before we can change 
the world we must change ourselves, and 1 believe the punk/ hardcore 
community is a perfect stepping stone for the understanding of what s

People holding that as their 
definition of straight-edge should 
hang high and bum. 

SoIdOut- What about the Boston 
“You Smoke You Suck, You Drink 
You Die’’ militancy? 

Dan- Have you met those people? 
They’re doing it for fun. It’s not for 
real. Nobody is that stupid. I like 
them, those guys are great 
Billy- Anybody that took them seri¬ 
ously in the beginning was an idiot 
to start with. 

Chris- They get a rise out of scaring 
everyone. That’s why they do it. 
Dan- There will always be the weak 
minded. There are still people today 
walking around Hollywood with six 
foot beards screaming that the world 
is flat. You just don’t listen to the 
blatantly foolish. Those people are 
doing it for fun. They’re doing it for 
a laugh. Playing with Slapshot was 
the greatest. It was a blast, and I do 
believe that’s who you were refer¬ 
ring to. 

SoIdOut- Yes. Did the Revelation 
EP typecast you into the New York 


“stand hard, etc.” vein? 

Dan- Yeah, and SoIdOut gave us a 
shitty review that said something 
like “Nothing too hot or new lyri¬ 
cally.” They are blind and ridicu¬ 
lous and will pay with their lives, 
(watch out Trent- ed) A lot of people 
did some really stupid and blind 
things trying to carry on some sort of 
holy crusade against the label. The 
only reason we left Revelation was 
because No For An Answer is No 
For An Answer. We’re not part of 
the crew. We’re not strong and 
we’re not setting things straight. 
Billy- But you’re still hard as a rock. 
Dan-Yeah, hard as a rock. Some of 
the people I’ve met through Revela¬ 
tion, like Arthur, Richie, and some 
others are sources of inspiration. 
But if you don’t want to be part of 
something, you’ve got to step out 
side. It’s not that it’s not honorable, 
it’s just a bit misguided. 

SoIdOut- Has “Just Say No” ever 
been misinterpreted? 

Dan-Definitely. But when you play 
your last show, you want to be like a 
rock star and hype things up, so you 
play the crowd pleaser. Actually, 
you play something you can have 
fun with. But “Just Say No” was 
definitely misinterpreted. I couldn’t 
stand the Reagan administration. It’s 
just a song about group identity, 
including straight-edge cliques. We 
played it tonight for the fun of it. A 
lot of people thought “I Spy” was 
about sitting outside and not getting 
involved. It’s a song about being 
able to envision a higher degree of 
compassion. 

SoIdOut- Did you adopt it as the 
band motto? 

Dan- “I Spy”? I don’t know. He 
made those shirts. 

Gavin- It fit nicely into the design, 
(laughter) 

Dan- Every song is important. 
Chris- And I always thought that it 
was an Untouchables cover. 

Dan- It was more of an aesthetic 
choice. There is no song I would 
hold over any others, except for 
possibly “You Laugh”, “Domino 
Principle”, or “Man Against Man”. 
Those are extremely pressing issues.

SoIdOut- How do you feel about . 
No For An Answer being tagged as J* 
trendsetters for tackling an issue like jjjL 
child abuse? 

Dan- Well, I am a wisdom-made 
man. No, I’m kidding. I think it’s 
more of a willingness to think for jag 
one’s self that brought that about. 
Once one person demonstrates the C 
courage, others will follow. I think \ 
that we just opened people up to the 
chance to do something that was v; 
always inside them. I can’t get too X 
caught up in the self-importance of 
that thought, but it is very Battering. 

I do have to say that, and that’s the t 
kind of thing I do hope to inspire in 
people. 

SoIdOut- Is there any significance 
to the title, A Thought Crusade ? 

Dan- That’s actually what the whole 
thing was— a crusade, a charge, a 
blast to create an analysis, concern, 
and observation of that which is i 
around us and to get people involved 
in formulating their own opinions. 
That’s about as much as there is to it. 

It’s difficult to describe. a 

SoIdOut- “Imperfection” states that 7 
it is all only youropinion and for you 
not to be taken as some sort of leader. 
True? 

Dan- These are my opinions, so 
don’t assume me of being a god. I’m 
notasaviour. I believe that I’m right 
in my heart and soul. Well, I 
shouldn’t say my ‘soul’ because I’m 
an atheist. I’m not really saying to 
not consider me a leader. There was 
a point in time where I was a mere 
reflection of Pat Dubar (Uniform 
Choice). But by the freedom of 
thought demonstrated by other art¬ 
ists across the country and by the 
conversations I’ve had with people 
that I respect, like Martin Sprouse 
and Tim Yohannon, I’ve been clued 
in to my ability to make independent 
statements. Leaders can get you 
started. Leaders can help you find 
yourself. I don’t have a problem 
with leaders, I have a problem with 
control. People demanding obedi¬ 
ence is a sick thing. Now, this was 
five or six years ago with this Dubar 
thing. Don’t accuse twenty-one year 
old Dan O’Mahony of having an 
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identity problem with the single 
eyebrow fellow. We’ve had a really 
jaded friendship for years. It has 
been an on/off situation. You know, 
I’d say something lovely and the 
next day we’d be at each other’s 
throats. 

Billy- It’s all because there’s a 7-11 
by his house with excellent Slurpees. 
Dan- And one day this big, studly 
punk rocker walked in. 

Billy- With one eyebrow and shit 
man, we were in love. 

SoldOut- Political stance? 

Dan- I’m undecided, but I am fairly 
liberal.

Dan- When we played Fenders, there 
were guns and knives inside the club. 


It was horrifying. The threat of 
gang-related territorial violence is 
the single biggest issue facing 
hardcore today, at least on the West 
Coast. Division over the issues is 
petty. This is basically a public 
forum where we can argue and bitch, 
but as soon as we fight we’re fools. 
We’re worse than anything going 
on around us, because we are taking 
part in the most disgusting act pre¬ 
sented to human life. 

SoldOut- No For An Answer did a 
number of shows at the Gilman St 
warehouse when it was under MRR ’ s 
management Any feelings on it? 
Dan- It should have stayed closed. 
It was a great club. The manage¬ 
ment that is there now has tried and 
tried, but they don’t benefit from the 


same spiritual inspiration that guided 
people like Martin, Tim, and Wal¬ 
ter. The original management at 
Gilman was the most efficient, most 
powerful, most productive, and most 
inspirational unit ever. 

Gavin- It was the best run club I’ve 


ever seen— everything from the 
management to the people running 
the stage. It had an entirely different 
atmosphere in comparison to other 
clubs I’ve experienced, and proba¬ 
bly ever will with the way things 
have been going. 

SoldOut- Thoughts on the future? 
Dan- Hopefully new bands and new 
statements, like Carrie Nation. How 
does the future look? Do you want 
abroad philosophical statement? I’m 
a twenty-one year old leech. I’m 
living by the same standards I did 
when I was sixteen. I’m living off 
my mother. No matter how hard I y 
try to participate in the economy, I' 
clash with the work force and get 
fired or wind up dismissing myself. 
That leads me to believe that for 
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some there is a righteous life to De 
made in the music industry. If you 
can make a statement public and 
exist on the freedom of the state¬ 
ment, and if the labels and industry 
want to get a piece of what you’ve 
got and will accept your standards, 
then I’ll say, “Go for it!” I am 
beginning to think that the only way 
I’m going to survive is through 
music. 

Gavin- Getting through school right 
now is my main goal. It’s very 
difficult and takes up a lot of time 
and energy. 

Dan- Can I just add something? 
We’ve always made a big deal about 
extra-curricular No For An Answer 
activities. On my part, I’ve done 
nothing to approach the notoriety, 
outside of No For An Answer, that 
Gavin has achieved with his art. I 
would say that is his primary focus. 
It’s bizarre that he hasn’t received 
more attention for it. He’s done 
countless album covers. 

SoldOut- For example... 

Gavin- Ours, Uniform Choice, 
Unity, Half-Off, Haywire, Pillsbury 
Hardcore, and I almost did some 
stuff for the Bad Brains, Ill Repute, 
MIA, Hard Stance, and the Work- 
shed compilation. 

SoldOut- Tell us about Workshed. 
Dan- It’s a vehicle to exemplify the 
moral superiority of Orange County 
over any other part of the world. It’s 
an attempt at the new Fascism. 
Seriously, Workshed is an attempt 
to shed a little light on a real thought 
crusade. Bands like Head First, Hard 
Stance, and Inside Out cannot be 
stopped, even though we’d like to 
do so for our own jealous reasons. I 
saw something happening in Or¬ 
ange County and this weird kid called 
me one day and said, “Dan, do you 
want to stan a label?” And I said, 
“Well yes William, I have consid¬ 
ered it.” Then he hooked me up with 
Kane. 

Gavin- I’m going to cut out.

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Why Vegans Don't Eat Honey

One question that vegans often hear is "Why don't you eat 
.honey?" Despite the fact that honey is often seen as healthy or 
[natural, there are many reasons for not eating it. These reasons 
range from how the bees are treated during production to health 
[drawbacks from eating honey. 

It is important to remember that bees are animals. They have 
[brains and nervous systems with which to comprehend their 
fsurroundings. This by itself should put honey in the same class as 
[dairy products and eggs. That is, it is a by-product of a living, 
reeling animal. Like cows and chickens, bees are used as machines 
|to produce a product for humans to eat. They are used to make a 
Iprofit. Bees spend virtually all of their time gathering pollen to make^ 
|honey. Since they can only gather a tiny amount of pollen in each 
;rip, it takes many hours to produce a small amount of honey. In 
^act, it takes 20,000 trips, or 75,000 miles of travel, to gather 
^enough pollen to produce just one pound of honey. Along with 
^production time, this amounts to about 160,000 bee hours of labor 
[for one pound of honey. They do all this work to create food for 
; themselves, only for it to be taken away by humans who are trying to^ 
^make money on it. If bees were humans, this would be considered 
slavery. 

Many people think that the bees are not harmed in any way 
'when they are used for making honey. This, however, is not true. 

|ln the north, it is often not profitable to keep bees over winter, thu 
* they are killed. One way that this is done is by dousing the hive 
>with petroleum, then burning it. Other times they are just left to 
^starve to death. Hives are also burned when there is a disease 
outbreak. In addition, some bees are killed because they eat honey 
< but do not do any work. This is usually done when they are at the 
larval stage. Doing this increases profit. 

Ir» order for the bees to survive when the honey is taken 
jway, a white sugar syrup is given to them. This substitute is not 
adequate for the bees because it does not give the protection from 
disease that honey does. Because of this, antibiotics are often mixecil 
in with the sugar. These include Tetracycline, Terramycin, and 
Sodium Sulfathiosole. (Also, for those who avoid white sugar 
because it is processed through animal bones, honey is obviously not 
an appropriate alternative because of the white sugar used in creating 
it.) 


Some honey is not gathered using these methods; however, an 
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estimated 99.5 percent of it is. If a beekeeper takes only "extra* 
honey that the bees do not need, many of these injustices are 'not 
problems. If this is done, however, the beekeeper will only be able 
to gather enough for one or two families - certainly not enough to 
sell. 

When a bee gathers pollen it swallows it into its first 
stomach, called the primary, or honey, stomach. Here it has 
digestive secretions added to it and is partially digested. When it gets 
back to the hive, it disgorges this substance which will be re-eaten 
later by other bees. That is what honey is; As some have put it - 
bee vomit. It is made by bees, for bees, and has the nutrient ratio 
that they need. 

In terms of human health, it is very important not to feed 
honey to babies. Approximately 10 percent of all honey contains the 
bacterium Clostridium Botulinum, a variety of botulism that seems to 
only affect babies under one year of age. Honey is the direct cause 
of 1/3 of all cases of infant botulism. In adults and children it is 
harmful for teeth, digestion, and glandular and nervous systems. 

If you would like to avoid honey but do not know how to 
replace it, consider the following alternatives: brown rice syrup (grea 
for substituting in recipes, less sweet than honey), barley malt, 
sorghum (taste is similar to molasses), black strap molasses, fruits 
and fruit juice, dates, and Sucanat (granulated cane sugar). These 
items can be found at food co-ops and in other stores. 

Finally, not eating honey is simply another step in becoming 
vegan. It is not the first or second step that most people take, 
because the injustices seem smaller and further away from us than 
those of other animals. Eliminating honey from the diet is simply ^ 
another step that makes the world a more humane and beautiful place.
